On August 22, 2006, Dana York, Acting Chief, signed a memorandum entitled, Calendar Year (CY) 2006 
Ethics Training Requirement which requires all NRCS employees to complete one hour of ethics training 
in CY06.  It was addressed to Agency leadership and followed Secretary Mike Johanns’ memorandum 
expressing the Department of Agriculture’s (USDA) commitment to the highest ethical principles to 
maintain the public’s trust.  

The training requirement can be met by completing three of the Ethics training modules in AgLearn 
located at http://www.aglearn.usda.gov/.  Two of the modules that are required will be added to 
employees learning plan in AgLearn by the National Employee Development Center (NEDC). The 
modules are:  Seeking Non-Federal Employment and Basic Post-Employment Restrictions.  Each 
employee will need to choose a third module and add to their own training plan. If you need assistance 
adding a third module to an employee’s learning plan. Cotact Henry Jackson, Human Resources 
Specialist, or Ila Binard, State Administrative Officer. 
 
Employees will need to complete all three modules by November 17, 2006.  AgLearn will follow-up 
with lists of employees who have not completed these modules and messages will be sent to supervisors.
